Blackburn on Cleveland. ~ 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 24.—Under date of 
Washington, Feb. 14, Senator Blackburn 
writes the following letter to Col. John C, 
Noble of Paducah, Ky.: 

In the light of the publication of Mr. Cleveland’s 
recent letter antagonizing his party upon the silver 
question, I do not believe there is a Democratic 
member of the Senate who would favor his nomina- 
tion for the presidency, or who believes that it would 
be possible to elect him in ’92 if nominated. No or- 
ganization is effected or attempted here hostile to 
him, but thereis now but one opinion as to his lack 
of availability. Ihave no personal objection to Mr. 
Oleveland in the world, but I do not believe that any 
man can be elected President in 92 who is opposed 
to free silver coinage.

Ihave 
reason to believe that F. A. Levering is endeavoring 
to deny or palliate the said charges to you, hence I 


address you thus openly, and demand 
in the name i of public virtue, which 
has been outraged by an appointee under 


your administration, a hearing before your Excel- 
lency, when I can confront the said Levering with 
my proofs and witnesses, by whose aid I declare my 
entire confidence in convincing your Excellency of 
the truth of the charges. I will be entitled to con- 
strue your refusal of granting such an investigstion 
as a desire on your part to shield a man who is, with 
your knowledge and consent, and by your request, 
conducting your official organ, and‘ shall in the next 
gubernatorial campaign arraign your administration 
as being guilty of knowingly harboring, protecting 
and consorting with a joint proprietor of an assigna- 
tion house. Very respectfully,

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 2%4.—It is now 


thought that nineteen lives were lost by the | 


wrecking or the clipper ship Elizabeth off 
North Head Saturday night. This includes 
Capt. Henry of the life-saving station. There 
are knownto be eleven persons saved, and 
the wife and children of Capt. Colcord of the 
Elizabeth were among the number. Charles 
Barclay, first mate, and four others floated 
ashore on Sunday. ° Barclay states that Capt. 
Colcord was badly hurt by being thrown 
against a capstan, but refused to leave the 
ship, and died while an effort was being made 
to carry him toa lifeboat. Barclay and eight 
men were forced to remain on the 
vessel, as the lifeboats were pushed off while 
they were endeavoring tosave the captain. 
Several tugs tried to get life-ropes tothem, 
but they invariably fell short. The Elizabeth 
finally beat to pieces on the rocks and the 
men were thrown into the waves,where three 
ofthem were drowned. Those,saved with 
Barclay were T, Gremwald, Louis Murray, 
Carl Teffert and ©, Ader, seamen. The list of 
saved so far as known at present is as follows: 
Mrs. Colcord, son and daughter, Chief Mate 
Barclay and daughter, James Taken, wheel- 
man, and six seamen. Capt. Colcord, Second 
Officers Pendleton, Wm.Redmond and Edward 
Miles, boatswains; Carpenter 6mith, twelve 
seamen and the Chinese cook were drowned, 
The Elizabeth was from New York with a 
cargo of general merchandise consigned to 
Williams, Dimord & Co. of this city. The 
ship’s owners were Pendleton & Co. of New 
York and her value was $75,000, with the cargo 
valued at $125,000. Thecargo was insured in 
several companies represnted in California 
and in the Atlantic Mutual of New York.

A WITNESS WHO PROVED RATHER HARD 
FOR THE ATTORNEYS TO HANDLE. 


Evidence Which Showed That Vail Had 
Been Solicitous About His Wife’s Wel- 
fare—J. Will Barron Pronounces Vail a 
Crank on Insurance—Other Witnesses 
Examined. 


The testimony in behalf of Charles F. Vail 
has nearly all been introduced and to-mor- 
row the State will begin the rebuttal. The 
case will probably be concluded by the end of 
the week, and whatever may be the result, so 
fur as Vail is concerned, the trial has had one 
effect that is to be regretted. Respect for 
courts is one thing good citizens all main- 
tain tothe utmost limit,.but the sacrifice 
of dignity, the inattention, the nerveless sub- 


. mission of the court in this case to even in- 


dignities, has subjected the court to criticism 
from laymen and censure from lawyers. 
Men who have practiced before other courts 
look on with astonishment when they hear 
one attorney say to another in the presence of 
judge and jury and during the progress 
ofatrial fora man’slife, ‘‘Thefee you are 
to receive is blood-money,’’ and hear the re- 
tort, ‘‘If the money I am to receive is 
stained with blood yours comes from the 
hand of @ murderer,’’ and then hear the 
court discuss the law without even noticing 
such ascene. Yetthis occurred inthe trial 
of the Vail case, and it was but oneof num- 
berless incidents equally as shameful. 

**The people’s court; the insurance people’s 
court, and itis run by such hirelings as yéu 
three,’’ was heard from the lips of an attor- 
ney in open court, and one of the wildest and 
most disorderly scenes ever witnessed in an 
American court followed. Yet even the de- 
nunciation of the Court met with only a 
threat from the bench, There have been 
scenes of disorder day after day, hour after 


* hour; witticisms when a man’s life was at 


stake have been received with boisterous 
laughter; the denunciation of attorneys has 
been responded to with cheers and hisses,and 
yet day after day have come the timid, gentle 
warnings that the next time the audience 
makes an outbreak the court-room will be 
cleared, and when the Court by mistake 
warned the jury instead of the audience the 
error provoked laughter on the very heels of 
the warning and the Court laughed, too. The 
‘Jack of dignity which has characterized the 
whole trial has been acause for deep regret. 

One reason seems to be that the mind of the 
Courtis seemingly preoccupied with other 
matters. Scarcely an objection is referred to 
the Court for a ruling but the stenographer is 
‘called on to read it to His 
Honor, who has not heard it, 
and when Wm. L. Hill was on the stand, 
and an objection was made, his whole testi- 
mony had to be read over before the Court 
could pass on it, because the Court had been 
deeply engaged with a visiting Judge, who oc- 
cupied a seat on the bench. 

Visitors in the court-room comment con- 
tinually on the character of the proceedings 
and the absence of that solemnity which usu- 
ally surrounds a tribunal where men’s lives 
are staked. 


THE DEFENSE MAKES STRONG POINTS. 

The defense made some strong points at the 
late session yesterday afternoon. Several 
witnesses were introduced who testified to 
facts that will go a long way towards re- 
moving the suspicions which surrounded Vail 
at the outset. To givethem briefly: Hillary 
Hayden testified that he heard Jerome McAtee 
say ,the day after the shooting,that the shoot- 
ing wasan accident and he would stand be- 
tween Vailandthelaw. Hesaidthat Henry 
Funke took Vail’s overcoat to wear it on the 
afternoon following the shooting and 
Funke got a clothes brush and 
started up stairs with the coat, saying that 
he was going to brush the mudoffofit. Mr. 
Hayden did notseeany mudonit himself, 
Henry Funke said he was asked to ride to Mr. 
Storr’s placeto get aspring wagon, and as 
he had no overcoat Vail offered him his. He 
saw. mud onthe outside and inside of the 
pocket in which the pistol was carried, and 
started into a room to geta brush, but found 
a number of ladies there and withdrew. 
He then took the coat out on 
the porch and rubbed the mudoff of It. He 
testified to a conversation with Mrs. McAtee, 
in which she said that she refused to give 
Vail the pistol when he asked for it because 
she was afraid he would shoot himself. He 
also testified to a conversation with Miss 
Lizzie McAtee in which she said, ‘‘Papa and 
I were eye-witnesses and mamma also,and we 
know it was an accident.’’ All of these state- 
ments have been denied by the respective 
witnesses. 

Dr. Wm. E. Muth, a dentist, said that he 
had a conversation with Mrs. Vail in which 
she spoke very respectfully of her husband 
and related the Forest Park incident without 
attaching any bDlametohim. On cross-ex- 
amination he saidthat hehad not met Mrs. 
Vail more than halfadozen times. The de- 
fense continued its testimony this morning 
and introduced some very interesting evi- 
dence, 

INTERESTING TESTIMONY. 


The first witness this morning was Mr. A. N. 


Jennings of Old Monroe, who carried the

He was engaged in the poultry fattening bus- 
iness andtestified that inthe spring of last 
year he contemplated starting a branch 
house in St. Louls and Vail was to be the man- 
ager of it. Vail had taken an interest in the 
business and had put in about $1,700, which 
he paid in the fall of 1889. Vail went to New 
York to see him in January, 1890, but ‘they 
did not meet, because Mr. Williams was then 
in Chicago. Vail then went to Chicago. 
Mr. WilHams said: ‘‘I had received a tele- 
gram fromsome one named Slatery asking 
for the address of Mr. Vailin New York, and 
when Mr. Vail arrived in Chicago he spoke to 
me about it and said that he had received a 
letter from St. Louis and his wife was sick. 
He was anxious to get awmy; he wanted to 
get home to see his wife.’’ 

Mr. Williams said that he received a letter 
from Vail in the latter part of January, 1890, 
in which Vail spoke of interesting his wife’s 
uncle in the business. 

On cross-examination he testified that Vail 
paid the $1,700 in ‘‘cold cash’’ in the latter 
part of October, 1889. 

He had known Vail for a number of years, 
but had not seen him for some time because 
witness lived in New York. He did not know 
that Vail was the support of a superanuated 
father, nor didhe know uhtil January, 189, 


that Vail was married.

MRS. VAIL’S PHYSICIAN. 

Dr. Dickson was then called and he said 
that he had known Vail for about fifteen 
years and had seen his wife once up in the 
country when he was Galled to attend her. 
He arrived at the depot, was driven to the 
house, entered the room and found Mrs. Vail 
in a moribund condition. No operation 
would save her life and he told Vailso. Vail 
was calm, not excited asanervous person 
would be. He was not in any other condition 
than he, knowing Vail, would expect to find 

m. After he left the house he went to 
to the depot with Mr. Jennings and Mr. 
Slatery. The subject of an inquest was 
Suggested and he told them that one ought 
to be held. In the course of a week he went 
there again, atthe request of Vail’s attor- 
neys, to be present at the autopsy, tosee that 
the course of the ball was traced as nearly 
as possible. The ball entered about two 
inches to the right anda little above the 
umbilicus. 

He was here shown a drawing which he had 
made of the course of the ball. He said that 
under the circumstances it was impossible to 
trace the course of the ball with accuracy. A 
Dall is easily deflected after entering the 
body, he said, by the tissue, the viscera, or 
by striking the bone; by almostanything. A 
ball has been deflected by striking an in- 
testine, but it could not be said that it would 
always be. 

Dr. Dickson said that when he saw Mrs. 
Vail she said to him: ‘‘Doctor, won’t you do 
something for me?’’ and he replied, ‘‘We will 
see.’’ That was the only conversation he had 
with her. 

In the latter part of October, November 
and December he was treating Vail, he said. 
DR. DICKSON’S CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

On cross-examination. he said that the 
physicians prepared a statement after the 
autopsy which he himself wrote, and all of 
them signed it. Concerning his advice that 
there should bean inquest, he said that the 
only thing that prompted the remark was the 
knowledge that it was an accident, and that 
the law required an inquest in cases of acci- 
dental death in the city and he presumed it 
applied alsoin thecountry. He said he con- 
sidered Vail a most cool, collected man, who 
would becooland self-possessed under any 
circumstances. He is unusually so. 

He was asked what he treated Vail for in 
1889, but he declined to state. 

On the re-direct examination he was asked 
if he saw.the overcoat Vail wore at the time. 
He said that he did just before the prelimi- 
nary examination. He described the location 
of the holes, and said that there was a 
powder burn on the lining on the inside about 
an inch and a half in diameter. 

Mr. McDonald asked: ‘‘Now, doctor,would 
it be possible fora wound to be made in a 
body such as you found it, supposing a per- 
son to have stepped on the hound ofthe 
wagon with the right foot, then turned 
toward the rear of the wagon and stepped on 
the brake with the left foot, then fallen back 
on the ground, turning towards the front ina 
stooping position somewhat?’’ 

Mr. Mudd objected on the ground that Dr. 
Dickson was not an expert on gunshot 
wounds. 

The court held thatan expert could testify 
a hypothetical case. 

Dr. Dickson asked if this question meant 
whethera ball ranging up in the air could 
make a transverse wound by the body’s 
being bent. 

Mr. McDonald said that was the question. 
and Dr. Dickson replied ‘‘Yes.’’ 

The hour for recess had come, and court 
adjourned. 
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THE WAGON IN COURT. 

The attorneys for the State had the wagon 
brought down from the McAtee farm in pieces 
and a force of men was at work to-day get- 
ting it in shape to be carried up stairs to the 
court-room, where it is to be set up and 
placed in the same position in court as it was 
when Mrs. Vail was shot. The wagon is an 
enormous farm-wagon,and when it is brought 
into the court-room there will be much less 
room for the crowds which assemble there.

WRECKERS TO BEGIN CLEARING AWAY 
PRESENT BUILDINGS TO-MORROW. 


Chas. G. Stifel Invests $115,000 in Pine 
Street Property Adjoining the Theater 
Site—Several Big Transactions in Pine 
Street Realty—A Day of Important 
Deals in Real Estate Circles. 


Charles G.Stifel has purchased the property 
fronting 115 feet on the south side of Pine 
street, next east of the site at the southeast 
corner of Tenth, and has leased it for fifty 
years to the Havlin-Hagan Combination upon 
which to erect a new theater building. 

The price paid for the purchase of three 
separate interests was a round $1,000 a foot 
forthe premises, and since then property. 
owners on Pine street between Tenth and 
Eleventh streets have advanced their prices 
to $1,000 a foot. 

This purchase of Mr. Stifel is oneof the 
best examples that could be given of the 
enhancing value of central business prop- 
erty and especially of that on Pine 
street, and it furnishes a good basis for the 
advanced prices now asked for property on 
Pine street west of Tenth, especially in view 
of the fact that afinetheater building is to 
be erected on the southeast corner of Tenth. 
This attraction will have a potent influence in 
changing the character of Pine street east of 
Twelfth into a very much more active busi- 
ness thoroughfare than ft now is, and prop- 
erty will be correspondingly benefited 
thereby. 

When Mr. Stifel bought the corner where 
the theater is to be built Pine street property 
attracted practically no attention. It was

Stifel do with it? Howishe going to get his 
money out of it?’’ These questions have been 


ably and eloquently answered in 
his fifty Year lease to Messrs. Havlin 
Hagan at 6 per cent upon 


& valuation of $1,000 a foot for the ground, 
subject to reappraisement in thirty years. 

From this it will be seen that within the 
short space of three years the property he 
bought at $550 a foot has doubled in value, 

and being assured that the valuable improve- 

ment to be erected upon the site, under his 
lease, will add very materially to the value of 
all other property in the immediate vicinity, 

Mr. Stifel has taken advantage of the fruits 

of his own enterprise in buying all the ad- 

joining ground that he could get hold of,even 
though it cost him nearly double what he 
paid for the first piece. He now owns the en- 

tire south side of Pine between Ninth 
and Tenth, excepting the 30-foot premises at 
the southwest corner of Ninth, which it is un- 
derstood can not be purchased. 

There are improvements on his late pur- 

chases which afford a fair income on his in- 

vestment. 

Adjoining the theater site on the east is 

the premises of Wm. Norris fronting 45x109 
feet, including an old three-story building 
now called the City Hotel, with small shops 
underneath it. Mr. Norris is authority for 
the statement that he has sold out at $1,000 a 
foot to Mr. Stifel and has taken earnest 
money to bind the bargain, and that James 
O. Broadhead, who owns the next 47x109 
adjoining on the east, where Weaver’s 
Hotel is, h&®s also sold out at $1,000 a 
foot to the same party. The Weaver Hotel is 
a three-story substantial building producing 
good rentals. Next east of the hotel there ts 
a one-story shop on the Broedhead plot, and 
next to that there is an old} ad-colored two- 
story brick dwelling setting back of a picket 
fence about twenty-five feet from the build- 
ingline. This old dwelling site has a front- 
age of twenty-three feet and adjoins the 
saloon building on the corner of Ninth street. 
It belonged to Rebecca J. Ourtis, represented 
in the sale to Mr. Stifel by the firm of Percy & 
Vallat, the price being $1,000 a foot. 

The property at the corner of Ninth, 30x109 
feet, which Mr. Stifef has not bought, is 
owned by Amanda E. Christman. 

Asan indication ofthe enhancing value of 
central business property inthis connection 
itmay be related thatthe building on the 
southeast corner of Pine and Sixth was pur- 
chased by Mrs. Eliza McKee in March, 1887, 
for $95,000,a very inconsiderable sum com- 
pared with its present value, estimated at 
$250,000. The corner Opposite where the 
Globe-Democrat building is being erected is 
leased for ninety-nine years on a valuation of 
Over $2,000 a foot. 

In April, 1888, a dwelling numbered 1010 
Pine street, 48x109 feet, owned by Mrs. Nancy 
L. Johnson, was sold for $22,000, and Noy. 8, 
1889, the two dwellings occupying 48x109 feet 
of ground at Nos.” 1008 and 1010 Pine street 
were purchased for $28,000 by Thomas Hay- 
den.

AMONG THE BROKERS. 


The Granite Decline Continues—Stocks 
Sold and Prices Obtained. 


The Mining Exchange, after its three days’ 
suspension of business, was unusually active 
this morning, anda considerable amount of 
stock changed hands, 

* * * 

Granite Mountain received more attention 
than any other property, and there werea 
number of heavy buylng orders. Sellers, 
however, were more numerous, and the price 
was steadily forced down. The market 
opened at $30 bid, but there was 
plenty of stock for sale at this 
price and after sixty-five shares had 
been disposed of,the price fell to $29.50. Again 
buyers .came to the front, and again they 
were satisfied without exhausting the stock 
in the hands of brokers with selling orders. 
One hundred and fifteen shares changed 
hands, and more was  0offered with 
no takers; a bid of $29.25 for 
fifteen shares was accepted, after which 
the stock reacted to $29.50. Only fifteen shares 
could be disposed ofat that quotation,and the 
last sale, one of ten shares, was made at $29. 
The large stockholders are apparently not in 
the least troubled at the decline in price, and 
are not making any efforts to 
keep up the market. They state 
that there is no cause (for the 
decline in the condition of the mine, and 
ascribe it simply to the fact that a large 
amount of stock is being forced to sale, with 
no corresponding buying demand. As tothe 
March dividend, opinions differ, some think- 
ing that one will be declared and others 
that it will be passed. Officers of the 
company state that the policy has always 
been to keep only small reserves of cash and 
divide the net proceeds among the stockhold- 
ers. A temporary decrease in the output 
would therefore be apt to cause a temporary 
suspension of business. This afternoon on 
the street a sale of 200 shares at $30 was re- 
ported.

THE DEMOCRATIC AND REPUBLICAN COM- 
MITTEES ARRANGING FOR APRIL. 


Candidates on’ Both Sides Getting in the 
Race — Registration Increasing at a 
Slow Rate—The Supreme Court Opin- 
ion of the State Committee’s Powers, 


To-night the Democratic City Committee 
meets to begin work on the arrangement for 
the convention that will be held next month 
to nominate a Council ticket. The Repub- 
lican Committee is likewise at work and be- 
fore three weeks have passed both parties 
will have their tickets in the field. While the 
Council nominations are receiving the bulk 
of the attention of the politicions, the ward 
workers are by no means lacking in their in- 
terest in the contests for the seats in the 
House of Delegates. Every ward will have 
the privilege of electing a member 
and for each seat there are from 
three to a half dozen and more 
candidates. As is generally the case, the 
Democrats lead in the number of aspiring 
candidates. Both Central committees an- 
nounce that their influence will be exerted 
towards getting out the strongest material, 


particularly for the Council ticket, 
and in this way head off any 
citizens’ movement that might be 


inaugurated. The Republican managers, 
headed by Chairman George Bain of the City 
Committee, have several plans on foot 
towards attaining this end. 

A HARMONY SCHEME. 

One ofthese is to have a Citizens’ Com- 
mittee of 100 Republicans, representing every 
interest, pick out the names of 
a number of strong Republicauys 
and have their names submitted 
to the city convention. The committeemen 
say that while they need only one in addition 
to their six holdover candidates to forma 
majority still they propose to leave nothing 
undone to elect the entireticket. They do 
not want seven Democrats in the Council t 
handle the Mayor’s slate, while the Demo- 
cratic workers, on the other hand, are equally 
determined that they will pass on the ap- 
pointments. The Mayor’s slate will be 
the battle-cry in both parties and once} 
well started the campaign will keep the 
workers on their mettle until the close of the 
polls on election day.

_ THE UNION DEPOT QUESTION. 

When the Municipal Assembly. meets this 
evening to consider again the long-delayed 
Union Depot ordinance, it should re- 
member how the people have been pushing 
and pleading for such an improvement for 
years past, and worrying the railroads for 
their tardiness in giving us one commen- 
surate with the rank of the city and the 
mmensée commercial and passenger traffic 
centered here. It is not to be expected that 
the public can regard with patience any 
dilatory or obstructive tactics on the part 
of either branch of the Assembly, when the 
railroads have at last spent millions of 
dollars in buying from hundreds of owners 
a spacious, convenient and popular site in 
the heart of the city, and are now waiting 
only for the necessary permits to spend 
millions more in erecting a gfeat and im- 
posing depot structure. 

The proposed plans have been fully dis- 
cussed and approved by the Council and 
Board of Public Improvements. Allinjured 
property interests have presented their 
claims, and all the amendments required 
for their protection or to guard the public 
welfare and the city’s rights were supposed 
to be embodied in the ordinance as it came 
from the Council. The latter body had 
the assistance and advice of committees of 
representative business men and tax-pay- 
ers in perfecting the measure, and as it 
came from their hands the general public 
saw nothing in it to justify further delay 
or opposition. 

Yet all the great business activities de- 
pendent on the settlement of this depot 
question have been held back by the inac- 
tion of the House of Delegates, and no 
satisfactory reason for the delay has been 
given. An impression has got abroad.that 
the House is hatching amendments in 
which the public will see nothing but 
boodling expedients or downright obstruc- 
tion emanating from parties interested in 
forcing a change to another site. 

The acquisition of the proposed site took 
years of secret and shrewd management 
after the railroads had been brought to 
agree upon it, and if the necessary ordi- 
nance cannot be obtained to utilize it, 
there is no telling when St. Louis will get 
a new Union Depot or what sort of one it 
will be when she does get it. The men 
whose ‘‘little brief authority’’ enables 
them to snatch this long-desired prize from 
St. Louis and defeat all the work that has 
been done towards securing it for her— 
what justification can they plead?—what 
amends can they make? :

“MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


A VARIETY OF ATTRACTIVE ENTER- 
TAINMENTS AT THE THEATERS, 


James O’Neill in “The Dead Heart’’—*‘Paul 
Jones” at the Grand—‘“The Step- 
daughter’ and “Superba’’—Variety at 
the Standard—Amusements. 


One of the impressions created by the pro- 
duction of ‘*The Dead Heart’’ at the Olympic 
is that of regret that Mr. James O'Neill 
should not have found something less on the 
order of the old-style melodrama in which to 
exercise his talents. 

The play, from the standpoint at least of 
the more intelligent theatergoers, hardly 
justifies the elaborate setting provided for it 
and the labor and money required for its pro- 
duction. It presents a succession of 
tableaux, in the movement of which 
the human interest, never strong, is largely 
nullified. To be sure it deals with stirring 
events, and the thrill of intense feeling now 
and then sweeps over the audience, but in 
the version which is presented the motive 
hardly justifies the action. This apples 
rather to the entire drama as it is played 
than to particular scenes. The illusion to 
lofty romanticism is thoroughly sustained. 
Some forcing is required to maintain the full 
Sympathy of the audience with the 
motives and emotions of Robert Landry, es- 
pecially as the tragic severity of them has 
been modified, andthe curtain is made to go 
down upon a happy ending which is perhaps 
in accordance with popular desire, but weak- 
ens the artistic consistency of the drama. 

The production, however, has many popu- 
lar elements. It contains several ‘rousing 
scenes which stirthe blood. It has some en- 
tertaining comedy to relieve the gloom of the 
plot. Itis far better balanced in this respect 
than a majority of the plays of its kind. 

In the staging of the play Mr. O’Neill and 
his co-workers have made an earnest effort to 
meet every demand of complete and artistic 
production. The garden scene, the Bastile, 
the prison and the guillotine are realistically 
presented and more than ordinary impress- 
iveness and naturainesss is put into the spec- 
tacles by the skillful use of auxiliaries. 

That the performance is lifted above plain 
melodrama and is givena genuine dash of 
high romance is due in large measure 
to Mr. O’Neill’s personal work, 
He has that rare combination 
of qualities—romantic enthusiasm tempered 
with fine repose. The contrast between the 
young, ambitious,happy man of the first part 
of the drama and the.cold.reseryed man with 
no aim but that of vengeance was admirably 
drawn. The opportunities of Landry were 
not abundant, but Mr. O’Neill used them 
well. In the Bastile scene he gives a brilliant 
piece of acting in expressing the 
gradual return of Landry’s mental faculties 
and his realization of his liberty. 
The conspicuous weakness of Miss Grace 
Raber in ber emotional scenes detracted 
much from the proper effect of the play. She 
was vivacious and pleasing in her lighter 
scenes, but was incapable of giving dignified 
expression to intense emotion. 

Joseph E. Whiting was excellent as Baron 
Latour, and credit for good work must be 

given Alf Fisher as Anatole Joupet, N. D. 
Jones as Le Grand, Miss Eleanor Carroll as 
Cerisette and Miss Kate’ Fletcher as Old 
Jeanette. The rest of the cast is only fair.

The Grand Opera-house had a large audi- 
ence last night to witness the first appear- 
ance in this city of Miss Agnes Huntington ins 
the comic opera of ‘‘Paul Jones.’’ Miss 
Huntington is favorably remembered from a 
former appearance here, and received a 
cordial welcome. As Paul Jones, Miss Hunt- 
ington made a pronounced personal success, 
and was heartily applauded. In spite ofa 
slight cold her splendid contralto voice 
showed that it had gained, rather than lost, 
in compass and volume since she was last 
heard in this city, and her commanding 
figure and gallant bearing were particularly 
well suited to bring out the strong points of 
the part. Miss Marguerite Von Breydel took 
the part of Yvonne, and her clear soprano 
voice gained her generous applause. Miss 
Vinnie Cassell, as Chopinette, sang well, and 
with the exception ofatendency to over-do 
the part of the virago her acting was bright 
and spirited. Mr. Hallen Mostyn,as Barrilla- 
baise, the smuggler, proved himselfto be a 
gOod comedian, and Eric Thorne, as Don 
Tracaduo, made the most out of a small part, 
An attractive feature of the performance was 
the costuming and grouping of the chorus. 
The opera is entertaining forthe most part, 
The score contain; much taking music, and 
the libretto is only occasionally disfigured by 
the ancient witticisms and topical songs that 
are in reality an excresence upon a produc- 
tion of its character. ‘‘Paul Jones’’ will 
hold the boards for the rest of the week. 

HAVLIN’S—‘‘THE STEPDAUGHTER.’’ 

The Peggy Logan of Annie Ward Tiffany in 
‘*‘The Stepdaughter,’’ running at Haviin’s 
this week, is an honest masterpiece in its 
way, aquaint Irish classic that opens up a 
new field of heroism. The story in which the 
warm-hearted, loving, brave Hibernian nurse 
figures is one wherein a sinful stepmother, 
cherishing a guilty love for her stepdaughter’s 
betrothed, stops at no means to compass her 
ends of separating the lovers, and at 
last imprisons the step-daughter ina lonely 
country house, escape from which at one 
crisis of the play’ seems possible only bya 
marriage with a scoundrelly son of the step- 
mother. But undaunted Peggy Logan, the 
devoted nurse and foster-mother of the im- 
prisoned girl, takes desperate measures to 
secure her release, which succeed at last, the 
final act clusing with Peggy’s thrilling melo- 
dramatic escape from the window of the 
**tower room’’ to the beach, sixty feet be- 
low, the discomfiture of the scheming step- 
mother and her son, andthe happy union of 
the trus lovers, with loyal Peggy ‘‘shak- 
ing her feet’’ in a genuine Irish jig, 
The story of the play is 
good, the characters a trifie unusualin their 
magnetism, and Peggy Logan’s individuality 
throughout so strong and true: artistically 
that it may almost be calleda new dramatic 
creation. The characteris homely, plain of 
speech, uncouth in manner, butft is that of 
a heroine, nevertheless, and it carries the au- 
dience away with its naturalness. It is also 
deliciously Irish, and from the moment when 
Peggy gravely advises her beloyed ‘‘Alanna’’ 
not to ‘‘open her mouth for fear she’d put 
her foot initand burn her fingers,’’ the Hi- 
bernicisms flow on like watery, and every one 
of them hits below the belt. 

Of the company playing in support, Rose 
Tiffany ,as Ruby Egerton,the stepdaughter, is 
as‘fresh, pretty and ingenuous as a school- 
girl should be, andher acting in some quite 
trying scenes hasa girlish force about it sin- 
gularly appealing tothe audience. Blanche 
Bender, as Blanche Somers, Ruby’s cousin, is 
good, and her singing is excellent, with a 
quality of youthinthe voice that adds to its 
charm.

This is, probably, because ‘‘Fantasma’’ ex- 
bausted the resources ‘possible to even the 
Hanions, but ‘‘Superba’’ is, nevertheless, ex- 
cellent and entertaining from beginning to 
end. Its story is the same familiar one of 
good and evil fairies battling for and against 
mortal happiness, with the inevitable triumph 
of the good fairy in the last act. 
The spectacular effects were beautiful 
throughout, the illuminated bridge and 
grand-square, and ‘‘Chasm of the Charmed 
Well’’ in the first act; the novel naval scenes 
and the bull-fighting tableaux in the second, 
and the ‘‘Forest of Fears and Fancies,’’ the 
Egyptian Desert, Wallallia’s triumph, and 
the grand transformation in the third and last 
act, being masterpieces in their class. 
George D. Melvilie as Pierrot makes an excel- 
lent clown, and furnishes unilim- 
ited fun; Maud Midgley as S8u- 
perba, the Righteous Queen; Mildred 
Holland as Wallallia, the wicked Queen ; Rosa 
Forte as Silvia, the gentle maiden; Howell 
Hansell as Leander, the lover, being espe- 
cially noticeable for good work, and the fairy 
attendants are pretty and graceful.

JUDGES THOMPSON AND BIGGS OF THE 
COURT OF APPEALS DISCUSS THEM, 


e 


A Method for Their Collection Disap- 
proved by a Majority of the Court— 
Rolle’s Marshal Sustained—The Right 
to Decorate—Court News. 


The Court of Appeals to-day decided a large 
number of cases. The larger number were 
appeals from courts out of the city. 

John T. Miller was prosecuted in Pulaski 
County for willfully making a corrupt and 
false affidavit. He was fined $500 and ap- 
pealed to the Court of Appeals. The test!- 
mony on the trial was to the effect | 
that prior to the presidential election 
of 1884 Miller and Cc. D. Wale, a 
druggist in Richland, Mo., made a Det 
on the result. Wale claims this bet was for 
$20, $10 staked and $10 on honor. Miller claims 
the entire sum of the bet; $10 was staked and 
nothing was said of another ten on honor, 
Miller bet on Blaine and lost. Wale collected 
the stakes and says Miller promised on sev- 
eral occasions to pay the other ten, but did 
not. In the fall of 1888 they bet $10 
each on the Harrison-Cleveland election 
and Miller won. Walerevived his claim on 
the old bet and told the stake holder that as 
Miller owed him $10, ifeach took down his 
stakes on the second bet they would be 
square. Miller then denied owing the $10 
from 1884 and Wale told him that if he would 
make affidavit that he never made the $20 bet 
he would consent tothe stake holder paying 
all the money in the Harrison-Cleveland bet, 
Miller made this affidavit and the prosecution 
was a result. 

Judge Thompson says: ‘‘A majority of the 
court are of the opinion thatthe jury ought 
to have been instructed to return a verd ict 
for the defendant, The manifest purpose of 
the prosecution was eltherto use machinery 
of the criminal law to enforce the payment of 
a gambling debt or to punish its non-payment. 
The principle of public policy which repels 
parties from civil courtg in such cases will 
for reasons more strong repel them in 
criminal cases. The State is under no more 
obligation in criminal than in civil cases to 
open its doors to investigate the truth or 
falsehood of assertions made by the 
parties to such transactions in re- 
spect of them. An oath made for 
the purpose of influencing a stakeholder in 
the payment of a gambling wager is not In 
the view of the majority of the court sucha 
corrupt oath as the statute intends to reach 
and punish. If this prosecution is to be sus- 
tained, then whenever a dispute arises be- 
tween two gamblers about a so-called 
debt of honor and one of the gam- 
biers makes affidavit as to his 
version of the affair the criminal courts can 
be called in at the instance of the other gam- 
bler to settle the question which is right, 
The end of this prosecution, if the conviction 
is allowed to stand, will be to punishthe de- 
fendant criminally fora matterin respect of 
which the courts will not aidthe prosecuting 
witness civilly, anda majority of the court 
think that the courts do not sit for any such 
purpose.’’ 

Judge Biggs, who dissents, says: ‘‘If the 
purpose of this prosecution was etther to 
force the defendantto pay a gambling debt 
or to punish him for its non-payment, I 
would readily agree to his discharge. But I 
do not so understand the record. If the 
State’s witnesses are to be credited, the 
defendant made a false afildavit to 
get $10—the property of the prosecuting wit- 
ness. This is the offense charged and proved, 
when stripped of verbiage and var 
Hhish. * * * He did not make the affidavit 
to induce the stakeholder to give him his own 
money, but he made it to get money from the 
stakeholder, to which he had no legal or 
moral right.’’ 

ROLLA’S TOWN MARSHAL SUSTAINED. 

In the case of Mike Miller, a saloon keeper 
at Rolla, Mo., Judge Rombauer wrote the 
opinion of the court. Miller was arrested for 
violation of acity ordinance in Rolla. He was 
allowed to go without being put under a 
recognizance. He was subsequently ar- 
raigned, pleaded not guilty and demanded a 
jury trial. On the day set for his trial 
he did not appear, but the trial 
went on, anda fine of $1 and costs was im- 
posed, An execution with a capias clause 
was issued. The Marshal not finding proper- 
ty on which to levy, took Mike Miller’s body, 
He applied to the Circuit Judge of Phelps 
County fora writof habeas corpus, and was 
remanded to the custody of the Marshal. He 
then applied tothe Court of Appeals, which 
holds that he can only obtain release by pay- 
ing the fine and costs, The Court decides 
that the Marshal’sclaim to also hold Miller 
for costs in the Circuit Court habeas corpus 
case is excessive, and that he must be dis- 
charged on paying the fine and costs in the 
original case. 

THE RIGHT TO DECORATE. 

Dr. Robert C. Atkinson sued the Illinols 
Milk Co. for damages. On ‘‘Centennial 
day,’’ April 30, 1889, a milk-wagon belonging 
to the defendant, decorated with flags, 
stopped near a poleto which Dr. Atkinson’s 
horse was hitched. The doctor’s horse be- 
came frightened at the flags and ran 
away, smashing the buggy. The Circuit 
Court gave judgment for the defendant. 
Dr. Atkinson appealed,and Judge Biggs says 
for the Court of Appeals that the Circuit 
Court must be affirmed. ‘‘It cannot be main- 
tained,’’ he says, ‘‘that the decoration of the 
horse and wagon with flags amounts to negli- 
gence, The reasonable exercise of this and 
kindred rights must be accorded to all citi- 
zens on occasions of national holidays or 
festivities. All persons must expect this and 
govern themselves accordingly.’’

PENNINGTON’S RIVAL, 


Prof, Campbell With His Sky-Scraper Ne- 
| vada in the City. 

' **’ve been up a mile anda half in my air- 
ship,’’ said Prof. Peter Carmant Campbell to 
@ PosT-DIsPaTcH reporter this morning, ‘‘and 
Pennington is still confining himself to flights 
Of twenty feet above the ground in a covered 
building. I had madeand successfully opér- 
atedanair-ship before he ever dreamed of 
such a thing.’’ | 

Prof. Campbell is the ‘‘skipper’’ of the air- 
ship ‘‘Nevada,’’ a little craft already famous 
in the history of aerial navigation, a sort of 
} revenue cutter preceding the majestic fleets 
that many people believe are yet to sail from 
Continent to Continent in the upper currents 
above landand water. He is staying tem- 
porarily in St. Louis, being located with his 
wife at the boarding house, No. $24 North 
Sixth street. A visit there this morning found 
the mariner of the pathless skies surrounded 
by fragments of his strange vessel, in the 
midst of asortof private navy yard, so to 
speak. Heisa man just on the inner edge of 
60 years, a plain-spoken gray- bearded,rough- 
featured fellow, showing his Scotch blood in 
every word and movement. There is nothing 
in his manner indicating the reckless hardi- 
hood necessary to one who ‘‘gets off the 
earth’’ for the fun of it, and wanders around 
among clouds and things way up against the 
**milky baldrick of the skies.’’ 

THE AIR-SHIP ‘‘NEVADA.’’ 

Outside the door of Prof. Campbell’s bed- 
room there stood a queer-looking little bas- 
ket, or cage, of wire, juSt about big enough 
fora man to stand up in, or for that matter, 
to~ fall out of, with all the ease 
in the world. It.was the ‘‘car’’ 
of the air-ship ‘‘Nevada,’’ and in 
its frail structure the old aeronaut has ‘‘ gone 
aloft’’ several thmestothe height of a mile 
and over, at one ascension hanging above 
Niagara Falls with only its thin floor between 
himandthe chaos of that awful cataract. 
This car is only from 20 to 24 inches wide, the 
flooring is of solid wood, the sides of coarse 
woven wire. It hangs between light, strong 
timber arms, which extend in pairs 
outward and upward from opposite sides 
like the outriggers of a boat.A long horizontal 
steel rod forms'their outer ends, and formsa 
center of support upon which are 

a a pair of wings, made 
of silk stretched on bamboo frames. The 
wings can be raised or lowered at any angle, 
and are for use in influencing the slant of the 
**Nevada’’ tn ascending and descending. 
They are alsOa guarantee of safety tothe 
s#ronaut, as should the gas -bag collapse these 
wings would spread out and form a sort of 
parachute. The gas-bag usedto carry this 
**ship’’ into the cloudsis at present in Chi- 
cago, undergoing repairs, but a description 
of it was obtained from Prof. Campbell. It is 

the conventional form of 
and is made of 
but strongest quality 
of olled silk, and is forty feet long by twenty- 
five feet in diameter, holding 15,000 cubic feet 
of hydrogen orcoal gas. Four two-bladed 
paddler wheels are provided for attachment 
to the craft, twoat each end, each blade 
having an independent revolutiononits own 
axis, An electric motor placedin thecar 
furnishes the motive power for propelling it 
through the air through an arrangement of 
of simple gearing and leather belting for re- 
volving, the paddie blades. When 
ready for service in the ‘“em- 
pyrean’’ the ‘*Nevada’’ weighs just 120 
pounds, and with the added fifty pounds of 
the motor, 170 pounds. The professor himself 
weighs about 160 pounds, and he constitutes 
the sole cargoof the ‘‘Nevada.’’ No other 
human being has ever made a trip in the 
little ‘‘sky-scraper,’’ but Prof. Campbell has 
anambition to take a newspaper man up 
with him some day. 
A SOCIABLE SKY-SCRAPER.

A BIG LIST WILL BE FILED WITH CIRCUIT 
CLERK ZEPP TO-MORROW. 


The Good Done by the “Post-Dispatch’’ 
Expose Becoming Apparent — Many 
Saloonkeepers Against Whom Action 
Has Been Commenced Pay Up and 
Others Will Shut Down. 


Early to-morrow morning Collector Zeigen- 
hein will file with the Circuit’Olerk Zepp a 
Jong list of delinquent merchants and manu- 
facturers who have not come forward and 
paid their licenses when notified. The Col- 
lector has been véry slow in pushing the 
business men to payment, but he said this 
morning that he was compelled to take this 
move owing to the extreme slowness with 
which these licenses have been paid. 

‘*There has been a mah out from this office 
for several days,’’ said the collector, ‘‘mak- 
ingthe rounds and leaving personally the 
final notices tocome in and pay up. There 
has been arush forthe past few days, but 
nothing like what might have been ex- 
pected. The receipts from this source are ex- 
ceedingly small compared with last 
year, and I am compelled to 
take legal action against the de- 
linquents. Some of the most extensive mer- 
chants and manufacturers in the city have 
failed to come in, and Iam compelled to take 
this action. Those who will be sued to-mor- 
row morning, at least a great many of them, 
could pay the smail amount du® from them 
and never miss it, yet they have falled to 
come in, and accordingly the law demands 
that I must sue.’’ 

It was developed by inquiry thatif every 
delinguent as to merchants and manufac- 
turers’ licenses should have come in this 
afternoon they could not have been waited 
upon on account of being so numerous. Itis 
thought, although the prepared list is only 
partially completed, that the number will 
reach nearly 500, and willeven probably run 
over this. Someof the licenses are low, but 
the amount which will have to be paid will be 
almost doubled on account of this action. 
Collector Zeigenhein asserts that they have 
forced the unpleasant action upon him 
through their carelessness in not making 
payment. There will undoubtedly be a 
loud protest from those affected, but 
the matter has now advanced so far that 
they will now be compelled to pay the: costs 
in the action. 

The officeis now continually crowded with 
taxpayers, who are anxious to avoid having 
suit brought against them, while a great 
number of the delinquents are sending in 
their checks for the amount due from them. 
As a consequence the receipts of rev- 
enue are increasing to a great extent. 
The larger taxpayers are coming 
in, as they do not care to paythe costs of 
litigation, but therelis still an exeeedingly 
large list of delinquent merchants’ and man- 
ufacturers’ licenses. The dog licenses have 
been taken out exceedingly slowly, and there 
are thousands of canines in the city on which 
-the license has not been paid, and, should 
the owners desire to retain their pets, it 
would be well for them to come fvurward 
and make payment. The owners of vehicles 
and teams who have received notice will be 
prosecuted, itis claimed, unless payment is 
made within a few days.

AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY. 


What the Last Report Issued Shows as to 
Work Done. 

The National Missionary Society, known as 
the American Tract Society, during this and 
next week will be represented in this city by 
their Secretary, Rev. Mr. Rosseter. The last 
report of this society shows these facts: 

Its publications have reached the number 
Of 444,201 ,394,0f which 30,431,191 were volumes, 
the rest being tracts, leaflets, cards, etc., 
each one telling the story of sin and. salva- 
tion and in 150 languages and dialects. These 
were carried directly to the homes of those of 
the people who were found destitute of 
the public means of grace and of moral 
and religious reading by the house to house 
visits of its missionaries, at various 
localities throughout the country. One hun- 
dred and sixty-five such men were thus em- 
ployed the last year in thirty-four of the 
States and Territories, eleven of them in 
Missouri, who took the gospel into 118,697 
homes, held 4,413 public meetings, distributed 
108 ,913 volumes of literature, and 
organized a large number of Sabbath 
and Bible schools for both adults 
and children. During its history of fifty 
years 13,775,030 families have thus far been 
visited by its missionaries, 15,475,488 volumes 
of moral and religious reading circulated, 
468,208 public meetings held and addressed, 
and conversions reported in large numbers by 
its colporters. This entire work was accom- 
plished through voluntary contributions, and 
about $1,000 a week was used in the gratu- 
tious distribution of its literature among the 
needy.

THE UNION DEPOT ORDINANCE TO BE 
PROBABLY MADE UNACCEPTABLE. 


‘A Report That the Cost Will Be Set Down 
as $2,000,000—Statue of Sherman— 
South Side Line to Forest Park—Gas 


Legislation. 


It is understood that to-nightthe House of 
Delegates will receive the report of the joint 
Committee on Union Depot and pass the 
Union Depot ordinance, There are a good 
many rumors floating around as to what 
amendments will be recommended by the 
committee, and it is said by one ina position 
to know that one of the amendments will be 
that the depot tracks and sheds, or in other 
words the whole affair, shall cost no less 
than $2,000,000. In the bill as passed 
by the Oouncil the company is re- 
quired to make the entire cost only 
$800,000. This sum was fixed at the time upon 
the statement of the company’s repeesenta- 
tives that they could only secure that amount 
of money for the purpose, If the committee 
does see fit to fix the cost of the depot at 
$2,000,000, it will probably compel the depot 

company to refuse the ordinance all together 
and leave mattersin a very bad condition. 
Just what objects the members of the House 
have in view is hard to learn,as most of them 
observe an unusual reserve on the subject. 

The question of a conditional appropriation 
for a bridge over the tracks has been quite ex- 
tensively discussed and it seems to be the 
opinion of the committee that a bridge will be 
an impossibility if the grade at which the 
tracks must be run are left as fixed by the 
Council provision. 

These two points seemto be the only im- 
portant ones the House has considered or 
contemplates amending. 

A meeting of the committee will be held 
previous to the meeting of the House to-night 
and final action probably taken, what infiu- 
ence may be brought to be between now and 
the time for the report to be made area mat- 
ter beyond conjecttre. 


A Statue of Sherman. 

Yesterday Commissioner Holman and Archi- 
tect Mann were looking over the plans for the 
new City Hall in the architect’s office on 
Twelfth and Market streets, and in turhing 
them over they ran across the plan of the 
main entrance and driveway. Mr. Holman 
observed that in this plan wasthe design for 
an equestrian statue, which is to be placed at 
the topof the steps. The idea then suggested 
itself to him that it would be a good idea to 
put there a statue of Gen. Sherman. This 
idea has received very favorable indorse- 
ment and may eventually be carried out, 
as the plans as approved by the 
officials comprehend the statue along with 
the other decorations and adornments. It 
will be several years before the building 
reaches the stage of completion which will 
permit of the serious consideration of the 
final adornments, but it can be decided now 
that when the statue is putupit will be one 
of Gen. Sherman. This will conform very 
nicely with the statue of Gen, Grant, afew 
blocks further up the street, and bea very 
appropriate and fitting testimonial to the 
soldier who made his home eae his final rest- 
ing place here. 

Mayor Noonan has written letters to J. B. 
Case of the Mercantile Club and Marcus Bern- 
heimer of the Merchants’ Exchange on this 
subject as follows: 

Last Saturday witnessed the burial in sacred ground 
in this city of one ofthe greatest chieftains of our 
country and time. His burial place will mark St. 
Louis as the Mecca towards which patriots will 
come to visit the last resting place of this noted 
man. As I understand it, under his direction, his 


-| grave is to be marked but by a plain and simple mon- 


umentin Calvary Cemetery. This should not be con- 
sidered sufficient by the American people, and an 
opportunity is now before us of preserving his mem- 
ory more strongly for all future, as an illustration of 
the highest type of American manhood. The sug- 
gestion comes to me from M. L. Holman, Esq. ; Water 
Commissioner of this city, and I most heartily approve 
it and would ask the approval of the Mercantile Club, 
of which you are President. I will also communicate 
with the President of the Merchants’ Exchange in 
the premises. The idea is this: Outside of the car- 
riage approaches of the new City Hall will be a grand 
flight of steps, in the midst of which the designs call 
for the placing of an equestrian statue without in- 
dicating what that statue shall be. 

The city in its contracts has already let the gran- 
ite pedestal forthe same. What happier idea could 
we contemplate carrying out than the placing on that 
pedestal of an artisticand heroic equestrian bronze 
statue of Gen. Sherman? The General’s figure fac- 
ing to the north, where but three and one-half 
blocks away there now is the statue of 
his companion in arms, ‘*The Great Commander,’’ 
Gen. U. 8. Grant. These two heroes would then be 
facing each otherin the same street. This carried 
out would bea credit to the city in which Gens. 
Grant and Sherman spent so many years oftheir lives 
and in which Gen. Sherman lies buried, and would 
be attractive to all visitors and would embody a sen- 
timent- so suggestive that I need not dwell upon it 
longer. To accomplish this end subscriptions should 
be raised and with the assistance of § the 
press thousands would subscribe liberally who are 
non-residents of our city and State. If this idea 
meets the approval of the Mercantile Club and Mer- 
chants’ Exchange I will most actively and heartily 
co-operate with you. Ifitisto bedoneit should be 
done while the atniosphere of memory is fresh, I 
would suggest that anactive committee be at once 
selected to take the matter in hand by the Merchants’ 
Exchange and Mercantile Club, and that the Grand 
Army be asked to co-operate. Respectfully,

AS BIG AS A FULL MOON. 


The Meteor Seen at Madison Village and 
Augtsta, Me. 

MADISON, Me., Feb, 24.—About 4:15 o’clock 
Sunday morninga large meteor, apparently 
about the size of a full moon, was observed 
inthe sky.

RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 


The Theme Dwelt Upon by Chauncey M. 
Depew at a Rochester Banquet. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Feb. 24,—The dinner of 
the Rochester Chamber of Commerce, given 
at the Washington Rink last evening, was the 
most elaborate and successful thing of the 
kind in the history of Rochester. ‘‘Rect- 
procity with Canada’’ was the theme chiefly 
dwelt upon by Chauncey M. Depew and Hon. 
Joseph Tait of Toronto, the two principal 
speakers. Mr. Depew said on this subject: 

Owing tothe division whichis fixed between the 
House of Congress and the Executive, the tariff is 
not a practical question for the next two years. It is 
not forme to argue, in this presence, its wisdom, 
but whether you think as I do-that it Is good legisla- 
tion, or as my neighbor does, that it is bad legisla- 
tion, we,as American citizens, accustomed to adapt 
ourselves to inevitable situations, must make the 
best of it and- utilize the power of the new law as a 
club or a promise to establish reciprocal 
relations and fair trade between our neigh- 
bors upon the South and North American continents. 
My friends, the enemy will say: ‘‘If you have 
reciprocity with South America or with Canada, why 
not with all the world?’’ Because no maf and no 
corporation carries on business upon a rigid ,accurate 
policy. Wemay make 100 per cent upon the sale of 
spirits and 50 per cent upon silks and 30 per cent on 
diamonds and 10 percent on cotton and 5 percent 
upon leather, and give away our woodenware witha 
chromo and a lunch to attract customers to our 
stores. We may improve conditions re our line of

Thatis a question that keeps 
no American one moment from his slumber, and 
never in the slightest degree impairs his appetite. 
We can say to Canada, what the wealthy spinster re- 
marked to the minister who wished to marry her:‘‘If 
you can better serve the Lord and also improve your 
worldly condition, Iam quite ready to consent. But 
whether you stay as you are, or move in here, we will 
never know the difference.’.

SUNDAY-SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENTS, 


The Annual Meeting of the Union Held 
Last Night. 


The annual meeting of the Sunday-school 
Superintendents’ Union was held at the 
Methodist Book Concern, 1505 Lucas place, 
last night, President W. H. McClain presid- 
ing. Following his address Secretary John D. 
Ripley read a report showing that nine meet- 
ings had been held during the year, thirty- 
three members added, one lost by death and 
the total membership of the Union 137. Rev. 
E. H. Keller reported that there are 
259 Protestant Sunday-schools with 4,360 
officers and 48,373 pupils; that they 
contributed during the year $52,723.

$21,178. This shows that of the 113,000 chil- 
dren of school age 69,554 are receiving re- 
ligious instruction. Treasurer T. J. Bryan 
reported $410.40in the treasury. The House- 
to-House Visiting Committee asked further 
time to report. The May Festival Committee, 
to arrange*for the coming festival, was ap- 
pointed as follows: L. F. Lindsay, R. E.

Keller; Executive Committee, James Martin, 
Rev. G. Bussman and J. L. Secor; Member- 
ship Committee, W. O. Sturgeon, W. B. Wyle 
and R. OC. Ingerson. 

President D. R. Wolfe of the Missouri State 
Sunday-school Association is in receipt of 
most encouraging reports from all over the 
State. The following are now reported as 
States that have a Sunday-school orgahiza- 
tion in every county: Missouri, Illinois, In- 
diana, Iowa, Connecticut, Delaware, District 
of Columbia, Maryland, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey and New York.

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ACTION TAKEN BY THE OLYMPIC CLUB 
_AGAINS§T HIM AND CARROLL, 


| A Big Purse for Hall and the New Zea- 


lander—Declarations in the Big Handi- 
caps — Surprises at Guttenburg — The 
Base Ball War. 


A very bitter feeling of rivalry exists be- 
tween the Olympic and Audubon Clubs of 
New Orleans. Recently, when Billy Woods 
and Mike Conley met before the latter organ- 
ization, the Olympics got up a counter at- 
traction to detract fronr the attendance at 
the mill. Fitzsimmons, who fought Jack 
Dempsey before the Olympic Club, was to be 
the star feature of their entertainment. He 
consented to second Woods, however, 
and did not appear before the Olympic 
club until after Woods had finished Conley. 
The following special telegram from New 
Orlrans tothe New York WORLD will show 
how the Olympic Club has nasentes Fitzsim- 
mons’ action: 

The Olympic Club of this city, at a special 
meeting, passed resolutions condemning the 
action of Fitzsimmons and Carroll, barred 
the pugilists from the privileges of the club, 
and instructed the various committees not to 
negotiate with them in the future. The Olym- 
pics deny having made any $5,000 offer to 
Meyer and McAuliffe. They do not think the 
fight would be worth such a purse. They are 
not overanxious to get the match, and will 
only make an offer when the pugilists ask 
them forterms. Theaction of the club in 
barring the champion middle-weight pugilist 
and his erstwhile friend, Jimmy Carroll, 
caused considerable comment in local sport- 
ing circles, and while the genéral opinion is 
that Fitzsimmons’ actions were reprehensi- 
ble the action of the club is looked upon as 
hasty. 

The officials of the club give as the reason 
for their acting as they did Fitzsimmons’ 
breach of courtesy. He arranged an -exhibi- 
tion in which he advertised his intention of 
knocking out John Cash of New York, in four 
rounds or forfeit $250, and was to follow it 
with a wrestling match of $500 with Robinson 
of this city. The crowd gathered inthe arena 
of the Olympic Club, but Fitzsimmons did not 
put in an appearance, having absented him- 
self to second Billy Woods in his fight with 
Mike Conley on Feb, 9. Fitzsimmons, after 
the fight, which lasted about seven minutes, 
was posted over to the club, but was not very 
warmly greeted. The club officials resented 
the affront by barring the fistic champion. 
The only question now is, Who is the most 
hurt by the action of the club? 

RIG PURSE FOR FITZSIMMONS AND HALL. 

Billie Simms and Sam Berliner of San Anto- 
nio, Tex. ,offer a purse of $15,000 fora fight toa 
finish with skin-tight or two-ounce gloves be- 
tween Bob Fitzsimmons of New Zealand and 
Jim Hall of Australia, the contest to take 
place during the San Antonio Fair on the last 
week in October or first week in November. 
The men agree to deposit $2,000 with Dick 
Roche of St.Louis or Luke Short of Fort Worth 
as soon asthe match is made and to place 
the remainder of the $15,000 purse in the 
hands of one of these men two weeks before 
the fight. Fitzsimmons and Hall are to select 
the referee and to agree on the terms of the 
match or purse, the loser to receive $1,000 of 
the money. Marquis of Queensberry rules 
are to govern, and protection is guaranteed 
the men. The date fixed for the fight will 
give Fitzsimmons plenty of time to finish his 
tour of fifteen weeks with his Chicago man- 
ager, and the purse is the largest ever bat- 
tiled for. 

FITZSIMMONS SNEERS AT HALL. 

The New York WORLD prints the following 
talk with Bob Fitzsimmons, who, it says, is 
drawing crowded houses at both of Miner’s 
variety theaters: 

‘‘Anything that I can say about this man 
(Hall) will only advertise him,’’ said Fitz- 
simmons, ashe stood with his arms folded 
against the wall. ‘‘But you can say for me 
that Jim Hall’s gall simply amazes me. He 
repeatedly refused to fight me before I left for 
America, and now he comes over here and 
makes a big bluff. I have shown Americans 
that Ican fight some, and I have not tried 
to force myself to the front through the 
newspapers. I beat Billy McCarthy and 
Arthur Upham; both fairly good men, 
and then whipped Jack Dempsey, the 
greatest middleweight I ever saw, anda 
man who was regardedas the peer of any 
maninhisclass. I have not beasted of these 
victories, but lintend to make all the money 
Ican. Icansay without fear of contradic- 
tion that Iam making $1,500 a week now, and 
I consider it would be unwise for me to sign 
articles to fight anyone solong as I can get 
this salary. 

‘*Hall never fought any one but ‘marks’ in 
Australia before he met me. I whipped htm 
twice and let up on him once for $75 because I 
needed the money. Now let him show the 
sporting men in this country that he can 
fight by meeting some of the middleweights 
here, and then I will give hima chance, and 
when I do meet him he’ll be sorry he came 
over here. The man he met at the California 
Athletic Club nobody ever heard of. Let him 
fighta good man and do less talking. He 
will have a chance at me when I get ready, 
and then look out, Mr. Hall.’’

“RECOGNIZED HIS FACE, 


JOHN D. BERGER LIES IN WAIT FOR A 
BURGLAR. 


He Found That the Man Who Had Been 
Robbing Him Repeatedly Was a Former 
Eniploye—The Man Afrested—An Al- 
leged Robbery in Church. 


Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Estep is- 
sued a warrant this morning charging 
George Meyer with grand larceny. Meyer, 
from all accounts, isathief by inclination. 
He isa young man anda butcher by trade. 
Six months ago he arrived in St. Louis and 
obtained employment at the meat market of 
John D. Berger. Last September he one 
night entered Berger’s room and stole 
from a desk $130 ‘which the butcher 
had collected during the day. He was 
arrested by two of the headquarters 
detectives, but before a warrant could be 
issued the case was compromised and the 
prisoner was released on condition that he 
return to Berger the $80 of the stolen money 
which remained unspent and leave the city. 
Nothing more was seen of Meyer untila few 
days ago. In the meantime, however, Ber- 
ger’s residence had three times been plun- 
dered. On the night of Feb. 3 his room was 
entered and $7.50 was taken from his clothes. 
Again on the night of the ‘7th inst, 
the butcher’s pants were taken from ‘under 
his head and $38.40 was stolen from the 
pocket. Athirdtime, on the night of the 
17th inst., his room was entered and his 
clothing searched. Nothing was found anda 
desk was broken open without avail. The 
thief then went into the shop and stole 60 
cents from the cash drawer. On last Satur- 
day night Berger was on guard and at 1:30 
o’clock Sunday morning saw a figure ap- 
proach the rear door of hisresidence, At 
the alarm the intruder took to 
his heels and made away. Berger 
had seen his face, however, and 
recognized his old employe, Meyer. The case 
was placed in the hands of the police, Officer 
Satchwell of the Central District being de- 
tailed to make an investigation. He worked 
with such success that at 10°30 o’clock on 
Sunday morning Meyer was behind the bars 
at the Four Courts. The prisoner made a 
complete confession, admitting the various 
thefts committed at Berger’s shop 
and residence and giving detailed 
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accounts of his operations. It seems 
that he knew the hiding place ofthe Key to 
the rear door and used this to gain entrance. 
On this account no prosecution for burglary 
could be made. This morning, however, a 
warrant charging him with the larceny of the 
$130 last September was sworn out. Berger 
will this time prosecute the action to a con- 
clusion. 


A Stolen Purse. 

Mrs. Nettie Richardson and Mrs. Leona 
Melton are members of the same church and 
move in the same circle of colored society. 
For several years they have been on the most 
intimate terms. Notwithstanding this, Mrs. 
Melton this morning went before Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Estep and swore out a 
warrant charging Mrs. Richardson with petit 
larceny. 

The larceny alleged was committed on Sun- 
day, Feb. 15. Mrs. Melton was 
in attendance at the morning services 
of the S8t. Paul’s African Methodist 
Episcopal Church, on Eleventh street near 
Christy avenue. In the same pew sat Mrs. 
Richardson and her husband. When the call 
came for contribution to the church fund 
Mrs. Melton went forward to make her offer- 
ing. She had placed her purse, containing 
$27.05 anda door key, onthe cushion of the 
pew and when she returned found that they 
were gone. After the close of the services 
she reported her loss to the janitor and 
made anxious inquiry in regard to the 
purse, but without avail. 

A few days later Mrs. Richardson ap- 
proached Berry Parker, one of the deacons of 
the church, and handed him a key, 
that she had found it on the floor the previous 
Sunday.
